Lonpon, March 1.—Commenting on the — 
cation for the extradition of Sheridan, the Pall- 
Mell Gazette says: When Russia wished Europe 
to refuse an asylum to the Nihilists, the Austrian 
Fremdenblatt declared that such a demand wouid 
give Europe the right to ask Russia to terminate 


the regime which produced QNihilism. It 
would be unpleasant if the United

If the demand for the extradition of Sherr 
dan is based solely upon the fact of his belonging 
to the Irish Invincibles it stands exactly on the 
same footing as if Russia had asked for the sur- 
render of Prince KrapotKine.

EXTRADITION. 

Our treaty with Great Britain provides 
for extradition on the charge of murder when 
the evidence against the accused is such as 
would justify his ‘‘apprehension and com- 
mitment for trial” if the crime had been 
perpetrated in this country. But when a 
Missouri slave murdered his master and es- 
caped to Canada, and the courts of that 
province held that he had committed an ex- 
traditable offense, the Queen’s Bench in 
London overruled the decision and held that, 
as the killing was incidental to the negro’s 
attempt to gain his freedom, he had not 
committed the kind of murder contemplated 
in the provisions of the treaty. England has 
jealously guarded the right of asylum for 
political offenders and insurgent refugees 
from othér countries, and has steadily re- 
fused to surrender them as common murder- 
ers when their extradition has been de- 
manded on charges of assassinating or con- 
spiring to assassinate rulers or political 
agents abroad. It was Lord PALMERSTON’S 
boast that the great British Government 
had never undertaken to provide for 
the internal security of other countries, and 
the House of Commons strikingly verified 
his boast by overthrowing his administra- 
tion with an adverse vote when, on the de- 
mand of the French Government, he pro- 
posed a bill providing for the trial and pun- 
ishment in England of persons found guilty 
of conspiring in England to commit murder 
abroad. It would seem that, if our courts 
follow the doctrine laid down by the Queen's 
Bench in the Missouri murder case, Mr. P. 
J. SHERIDAN can hardly be surrendered for 
trial in Ireland on the charge of complicity 
in the political assassinations at Dublin. 
The crime was a horrible one, and it was be- 
sides a political biunder of the very worst 
description. gut both England and the 
United States have uniformly afforded 
asylum to refugees who had been concerned 
in just such crimes as the Phenix Park mur- 
ders. Each government is required to pro- 
tect its own rulers and political agents with- 
out the aid of foreign powers. 
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OUR NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The annual appropriations for our Norma! 
Schools and the School of Mines and the 
State University should be adequate, if not 
generous. These institutions point to our 
State pride in educational matters. They 
teach the teachers, and thus, in a very large 
measure, are the common mother of our 
great free school system. Tocripple in any 
way the usefulness and prosperity of these 
institutions would seriously reflect upon the 
whole people of the State. Those not 
personally acquainted with the local wealth 
of a great State measure its tendencies 
and the character of its peopie, more by its 
public acts upon educational subjects than 
in any other way. Our Normal Schools 
should be kindly and affectionately remem- 
bered in the appropriation bills. What is 
wanted to continue their present usefulness 
should be voted without division, and what 
is really needed to make them still greater 
and better should be given without hesitan- 
cy. Wecannot hesitate in matters of this 
kind. The education of the whole people is 
first in importance, and appropriations to-day 
for schools may be retrenchment to-morrow 
in the appropriations made for jails and 
criminal courts. 

The education of the children of Missouri 
is the paramount question. Then let our So- 
lons at the State capital look well to this in- 
terest. An early political damnation is in 
store for him who in any way frowns upon 
the Normai Schools of our State. We are 
justly proud of these schools to-day and we 
look to the future with greater hope. 


We cannot urge too strongly on the mem- 
bers of the bar the importance of having 
their hair eut short and trimming their 
beards closely. There is no rule of practice 
against pulling the hair of the opposing 
counsel, and in arguing a point of law coun- 
sel is ata great disadvantage if the learned 
brother on tho other side of the case 
is pulling. his hair out by handfuls. 
We believe that the decisions of Chief Jus- 
tices Crisps, HyER, Mace and others rule 
that it is foul to punch the opposing counsel's 
head while rolling over the floor with 
him, but these rulings are disregarded in 
ordinary St. Louis legal practice, especially 
by the shysters. But it is evident that our 
whole system of legal procedure is at pres- 
entina state of confusion, and should be 
revised and codified after the manner of the 
Marquis of QuEENsBURY’s Rules.

A Little Girl Killed and Twelve Passengers 
Badly Injured.

CHICAGO, March 1.—A broken rail one mile 
south of Palatins, on the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Railway, caused an accident to the reguiar 
passenger train which left this city at noon. The 
engine passed over in safety, but the baggage, ex- 
press and passenger coaches were thrown from 
the track and turned over.

The Books of the Company Show a Deficit 
of $39, .

New York, March 1.—The directors of the 
Manhattan Fire Insurance Company have ascer- 
tained that there is a deficiency in ex-Secretary 
Carman’s accounts of about $39.000. Various 
false entries were found in the books, and it was 
evident that Carman’s irregularities extended over 
the entire period of service as secretary, about 
nine years.

Fighting Fire With Ice. 

A novel method of saving a building from fire 
was mace use of the night before last by Mr. John 
Scott, railroad contractor, whose grounds were 
then the scene of a conflagration. Mr. Scott lives 
on the Hall’s Ferry Road, about a mile north of 
Baden. Fire broke out in the corn-house late at 
night, and quickly spread to the kitchen. dining- 
room, stables, milk-house and barvs. Soa be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000 worth of property was in 
flames, and the handsome brick mansion, In whieh 
Mr. Scott resides, Was threatened with destrue- 
ticn. There was no water tobe had and appar- 
ently no means of saving the structure. Mr. Scott, 
however, hit upon a plan that worked like 
a charm. He gathered his men and had 
them knock the windows and doors out of the

to ashes: no insurance. This is the first 


time in the history of this section of country that 
anybody has been known to fight fire with ice. 
The shecess of the plan recommends it as a good 
one.

An Old Church ig Arizona. 
Tuscon Correspondence of the Denver Tribune. 


The most interesting of all sights is the 
grand old mission chureh of San Xavier, 
nine miles from Tuscon, on the Papago res- 
ervation. This mission was founded in 1654, 
when the Papago (or Pima) Indians were 
supposed to have accepted the Christian re- 
ligion. Tbe church of San Xavier was be- 
gun about the year 1700 and finished in 1798, 
excepting-one of the towers, which is yet 
unfinished. The style of architecture is 
Moorish. The iines are wonderfully perfect. 
It isin the form of a cross, 70 by 115 ei 
has a well-formed dome. <A_ balustrade sur- 
mounts allthe walls. The front is covered 
with scroll-work, intricate, interesting and 
partly decayed. Overthe frontis a life-size 
ust of St. Xavier. ‘The interior is literally 
covered with frescoes. ‘The altar_is adorned 

> e ; ons ~ 
with gilded scroll work. ‘The statues are as 
numerous as the paintings. The iiling on 
the floor is much defaced and but little left. 
That of the roof is nearly all as-perfect as 
when laid. Its manufacture is one of the 
lost arts. There is a chime of four good- 
sized belis in the tower that have a soft, 
sweet sound. Ascending to the roof, you 
walk up long, narrow stairs in solid walls. 
But one can goatatime. The same is true 
in going to the gallery of the church. It is 
marvelous that so long ago, and in such a 
place, such architecture, ornaments, paint- 
ing and sculpture were so well executed. You 
are admitted by two of the Papago signors, 
who have it in charge. The admittance fee 
is 50 cents for each person.

.England’s New Field Gun. 
From the London Times. 


A new and powerful field-gun, designed to 
superscede the sixteen-pounder as the weapon 
of the’ field artillery, has been proved at the 
butts in the Government marshes adjoining 
the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, this week, 
and passed a satisfactory trial. The new gun 
weighs the same as the sixteen-pounder, 
twelve hunnred weight, but is a breech-load- 
er, and like all the modern guns has an 
elongated chase or barrel. The construction 
is in all respects identical with the most re- 
cent designs of the royal gun factories. The 
metal is steel in concentric coils. The several 
advances made in the art of gunnery since 
the sixteen-pounder was produced by the ex- 
perimental committee in 1870 have enabled 
Col. Maitland, Superintendent of the royal 
gun factories, to bring out the new gun of 
the saine weight to fire a projectile six pounds 
heavier, and it will consequently be known 
in the service as the twenty-two-pounder. 
The sixteen-pounder fires only three pounds 
of powder behind the shot, but the twenty- 
two-pounder can with safety take T% pounds 
and with this charge it has been registered

A Gyascutus Caught. 
From the Marysyille Appeal. 

Tom Clyma, of North Butte, captured by 
means of a steel trap, afew days ago, an 
aninral supposed to bea marten. In some 
respects the animal resembles a fox and is 
quite a curiosity. The most singular thing 
about the quadruped, if report be true, is 
that the legs on one side of its body are sev- 
eral inches shorter than those on the other 
side. Should such prove to be the case, the 
creature is undoubtedly a gyascutus, an ani- 
mal always exceedingly rare, and which has 
long been thonght extinct. It is never found 
in other than hilly regions, its peeuliar 
structure unfitting it for a level country. By 
reason of its peculiar one-sided developinent 
the gyascutus is, however, adapted for living 
on mountains and hilis. It can walk with 
ease on the side of a steep slope, where even 
a goat would have a precarious foothold. 
Ihe-animal’s strange structure, unfortunate- 
ly, 18 in one one pte a great disadvantage. 
W hile it can travel around a hill from right 
to left with the utmost ease, it cannot retrace 
its steps. So long as its left side is towards 
the hill the creature stands as firmly asa 
tree, but if itis obliged to turn the other 
way itsfooting is lost immedtately and it 
rolls helplessly to the bottom of the slope. 

Hunters of the gyascutus, whose fur was 
held in high esteem, used to-avail themselves 
of this fact to capture the animal. It was 
useless to agers agyascutus on its chosen 
path, as the animal’s locomotive arrange- 
ments gave it exceptional speed. The hunt- 
ers, therefore, adopted the arttice of traveling 
around the hill in adirection contrary to 
that pursued by the animal and, meeting it 
wig to face, had no difficulty in securing 
it.

AGRARIAN WAR. 


The Long Conflict Between Dr. Glenn 
and a Neighbor. | 
From the Sa Francisco Chronicle. 

The murder of Dr. Hugh J. Glenn, the 
California land-owner an litician, Feb. 
17, recalls the Glenn-Murray land dispute of 
several vears since, in which Glenn came 
near being shot, Murray was an Irisliman 
who had located a quarter-section of land 
that prevented the scientific adjustment of 
the boundaries of the great Gienn ranch. 
Glenn was therefore anxious to obtain the 
possess of it, butthe first advances to 

urray with this object in view were made 
so clumsily as to antagonize Murray, Mur- 
Tray was a man of exceptionally resolute 
tempter, but otherwise was oY my ag citi- 
zen, an obliging neighbor, and a firm friend. 
How far he had :been angered by the 
brusque efforts of Dr. Glenn’s agents to pur- 
chase his ranch may be inferred from the 
conversation between Murray and Glenn, 
when finally Glenn in person made the pro- 
posal. “Just tell me.” said the doctor, 
“what you will take foryourranch?” “Just 
tell me,” replied Murray, “‘what you will 
take for your ranch?” “Why, Murray, 
said the doctor, “my ranch is the largest in 
the state. You haven’t money enough to 
buy it.” ‘‘And my ranch,” replied Murray, 
“18 one of the smallest in the state, and you 
are one of the richest men in the state, and 
yet vou baven’t monty enough to buy it.” 
Murray. to eke out a living, started a way- 
side drinking place, but was compelled to 
close it by threats of prosecution for selling 
Jiquor without a license. Next, two vaqueros 
of Glenn’s ranch one Sunday rode their mus- 
tangs into the interior of Murray’s cabin in 
acustom more suited to the latitude of Mex- 
ico than Colusa county. Murray seized the 
horses by their bits, backed them out and 
warned the riders against a repetition of the 
indignity. In spite of the warning and 
within the hour the vaqueros attempted a 
repetition, but as the first one came in Mur- 
ray leaped for his Henry rifle gnd shot the 
horseman dead. +The second horseman, 
affrighted, galioped away. Murray was ar- 
rested, but on preliminary examination was 
discharged as merely having fulfilled the 
part of a good citizen in the defense of his 
castle against the etforts of mounted cow- 
boys to turn it into a circus. ; 

oon thereafter Glenn’s plowing forces ap- 
peared on the borders of the Murray quarter 
section avith the avowed intention of plow- 
ing it into the Glenn estates. Murray har- 
rangued them thus: “Boys, I want no 
trouble with you. Iknow for whom you are 
sent to do this plowing. Go send me Dr. 
Glenn.”” A horseman carried the word to 
the doctor, and the doctor came in response 
to it. ‘lo him Murray, leaning on his trusty 
rifle, quietly remarked: ‘‘Doctor, if you 
take the handles of that plow and plow one 
hundred feet of a furrow on my ranch, I’')l 
make you.a quit-ciaiin deed of the whole 
property.” It is needless to say the situa- 
tion was accepted, and there was no plow- 
ing done by elther the doctor or his men. 
But Murray was an _ intractable man 
whom it was desirabie to have move away. 
Although on preliminary examination he had 
been discharged for kiliing the vaquero, the 
next grand jury indicted him, he was tried 
upon the indictment, convicted and sen- 
tenced to ten years in the State prison. On the 
day of the sentence Dr. Glenn was in court 
and as the sentence was delivered, Murray 
drew from his pocket a button, and, turning 
to the doctor, said: “Dr. Glenn, I will live 
ten years and come out of prison, and if, 
when I come out 1 find you have cut one 
blade of grass or turned one sod of turf on 
iny ranch your life won’t be worth that but- 
ton. Judge, I thank you.” 
While Murray was in prison a blacksmith 
on Glenn’s ranch borrowed a sum of money 
from Mrs. Murray, for Murray had been an 
industrious and thrifty man amd had left his 
wife and daughter comparatively well ae 
vided for. Subsequently Mrs, Murray died, 
and then the same biacksmith obtained sume 
kind of formal authorization of guardian- 
ship of the danghter, Murray’s conduct in 
the State prison was of the best.” His cred- 
its materially shortened his term, and about 
a year after the commencement of the war- 
denship of Mr. Ames, he was ‘lischarged. 
With all speed he returned to the disputed 
territory. Witha neighbor and the neigh- 
bor’s wife he forthwith repaired to the 
blacksmith’s residence and formally demand- 
ed immediate possession of his daughter and 
payment of the loan made by his wite. The 
blacksmith laughed the ‘old con’”’ to scorn, 
claimed the legal Tong os 4 of the 
daugter, and that the Joan had been more 
than repaid by care bestowed upon her, 
Murray went away. 

At daybreak the next morning, as the 
blacksmith emerged from the house to go to 
his work, suddenly from behind the corner 
where he had been patiently waiting, a stern- 
faced man stepped into view, hailed him, 
and eovered him with the old-time Henry 
rifle. It was Murray. “You know me,” 
said Murray. ‘‘Now, stand where you are 
and do just exactly as I tell you, or you are 
a dead man. Cail your wife.” The wife 
was called, and in swift obedience to Mur- 
ray’s orders the girl was properly clad, her 
portable property was made _ into 
a bundle, and she was brought 
forth and delivered to her father. 
“Now,” said Murray, “hitch up your 
mules to your wagon and drive me where | 
bid you.” ‘This was done, and Murray, in 
the rear of the wagon with his rifle ever 
ready, was driven into Colusa. There. the 
blacksmith, ready to inake any sacrifice to 

et rid of his terrible avenger, hypothecated 
his turnout for sufficient to repay to Murray 
the money borrowed from the wife, and the 
grim man with his recovered daughter went 
away; nor was any effort ever made to call 
him to legal account for what he had done.

At the 
time of the prosecution of Murray tke case 
caused a great deal of comment, and Dr. 
Glenn, as the owner of an enormous ranch, 
was roundly charged by those opposed to 
large grants as inaking the law an instru- 
ment to crush a hnancially weaker man, 
whose few acres were also coveted.

A singular fact has lately come to light In 
connection with the late Edwin Forrest, 
which sesses more than ordinary interest. 
Pending the proceedings between Mr. and 
Mrs. Forrest, the great actor deeded all: of 
his estate to his tnaree sisters, giving each 
an equal share. Subseqyently, one them 
died without issue, and her share of the 
estate reverted to her two sisters and Ed- 
win.. The second sister died shortly afte:- 
wards without issue, and her share of the 
estate, with what had been left her by the 
first sister dead. reverted to Edwin and the 
remaining sister. Not long after this the 
third sister died and Edwin was the only 
heir, he, by her death, again became possess- 
ed of the property he had deeded away, 
This fact was discovered when the Adminis- 
trators sold the Broad and Master street 
woperty. The purchasers, in hunting over 
tne records in the Register’s office discovered 
that Forrest had come into possession of his 
property the second time by inheritance, and 
through the. Auditor-General’s office, at 
Harrisburg, learned by calculation, after the 
department had been piaced in possession of 
the facts, that the estate was indebted to the 
State about $4,300 collateral inheritance tax, 
which was paid.
